That  they  have  examined  the  accounts  of  John  T. 
Bates,  Treasurer,  and  C.  T.  Guild,  John  Thacher  and  Geo. 
F.  Ide,  Collectors,  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund,  and  find  them  correctly  kept,  with  proper  vouchers 
for  all  payments.

The  accounts  of  B.  Porter,  Jr.,  remain  in  the  same 
condition  they  were  last  year,  except  the  abatements  made 
by  the  Assessors,  as  no  money  has  been  paid  the  Treasur- 
er by  him  during  the  year.

recommend  that  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  be  requested  to

HEALTH  PHYSICIAN 


OF 

ATTLEBORO,  MASS., 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1888. 
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Board  of  Health  Report, 


To  the  Attleborough  Board  of  Healthy  Gentlemen  : 

I assumed  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Health  Physician 
on  the  27th  day  of  April,  1888. 

That  a correct  idea  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
town  might  be  obtained,  a careful  inspection  of  the  entire 
territory  under  my  supervision,  with  the  exception  of 
South  Attleboro,  was  made. 

Nuisances  of  various  kinds  were  brought  to  light, 
prominent  among  which  were  overflowing  vaults,  foul 
cesspools,  uncovered  sink  drains  and  filthy  pig-pens. 

Among  many  of  the  citizens  there  is  an  inadequate 
conception  of  the  laws  of  hygiene.  They  fail  to  grasp  the  idea 
that  a cesspool  or  vault  should  never  be  allowed  to  become  a 
nuisance,  by  its  odor  or  appearance,  to  tenants  or  passers 
by.  Some  think  once  a year,  others  once  in  two  years, 
often  enough  to  attend  to  these  matters,  without  regard  to 
the  depth  of  the  vaults  or  quantity  of  matter  deposited  in 
them.  Some  were  reluctant  to  empty  their  cesspools, 
although  they  had  been  allowed  to  go  several  years  without 
attention,  not  realizing  that  they  were  liable  to  become 
sources  of  disease. 

In  quite  a large  section  of  the  town,  it  is  the  custom 
to  allow  the  sink  pipe  to  run  into  open  wooden  troughs, 
which  empty  upon  the  ground  from  ten  to  thirty  feet  from 
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the  house,  the  proprietors  claiming  that  these  troughs 
were  moved  around  the  yard  at  stated  intervals  of  time, 
so  that  there  was  no  collection  of  foul  water  at  any  one 
place.  This  idea,  if  strictly  carried  out,  is  a good  one, 
and  one  that  has  been  advocated  by  some  of  the  leading 
sanitarians,  as  an  excellent  way  in  which  to  dispose  of 
sink  water.  But  in  almost  every  case  under  consider- 
ation, large  pools  of  offensive  water  were  found,  and  it 
was  evident  that  the  tronghs  had  not  been  moved  for  over 
a month. 

In  many  places  the  sink  pipe  emptied  directly  upon 
the  ground,  forming  fruitful  centres  of  contamination. 

Other  sources  of  danger  were  heaps  of  garbage  or 
vegetable  matter  allowed  to  remain  where  deposited, 
which,  while  undergoing  decomposition,  filled  the  sur- 
rounding atmosphere  with  their  noxious  exhalations. 

Where  any  of  the  above  conditions  of  affairs  were 
discovered  the  proprietor  was  informed  that  his  place  was 
in  an  unsanitary  condition,  and  requested  to  rectify  it, 
which  request  was,  in  almost  every  case,  cheerfully  com- 
plied with. 

There  were,  however,  exceptions  to  this  statement^ 
especially  in  the  case  of  Louis  Fournier,  of  Dodgeville, 
who  defied  for  months  the  authorities  of  the  Board,  was 
arrested,  tried,  and  fined  $5.00  and  costs,  for  refusing  to 
improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  his  premises.  This 
mode  was  effectual. 

During  the  year  20  complaints  have  been  made,  all 
of  which  were  attended  to,  whether  made  verbally  or 
written,  and  with  one  exception  were  found  to  be  just. 

The  trouble  in  many  cases  was  found  to  be  due  to 
obstructed  sink  pipes,  clogged  with  animal  or  vegetable 
matter,  or  to  an  overflowing  cesspool. 
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Fifty-four  cesspools  and  vaults  have  been  condemned 
and  ordered  to  be  put  in  sanitary  condition. 

About  the  ist  of  June  the  merchants  on  Park  street, 
R.  R.  avenue,  Bank  and  Pleasant  streets,  were  requested 
to  keep  clean  the  gutters  in  front  of  their  premises,  and  it 
was  generally  complied  with,  many  of  them  being  put  to 
great  inconvenience  in  so  doing,  from  the  trouble  arising 
concerning  the  means  of  disposing  of  the  material  col- 
lected, and  it  is  suggested  that  the  town  provide  some 
means,  whereby  the  garbage  from  the  street  may  be 
removed  at  least  once  a week. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season,  garbage,  the  contents 
of  catch-basins  and  other  filth  were  deposited  in  the  hol- 
lows on  County  street  and  at  the  terminus  of  Charles 
street.  This  was  prohibited  by  the  order  of  the  Board. 
But  how  we  are  to  dispose  of  our  refuse  material  is  a 
problem  of  great  moment,  and  one  which  must  be  answered 
in  the  near  future,  as  the  future  health  of  Attleborough 
depends  upon  its  solution. 

Whether  swine  shall  be  allowed  to  be  kept  within  the 
thickly  settled  portions  of  the  town  is  another  question  of 
much  importance. 

While  there  may  be  a doubt  as  to  whether  typhoid  fever 
can  originate  from  the  exhalations  of  a pig-pen,  there  is 
none  as  to  the  fact  that  very  disagreeable  and  offensive 
odors  are  evolved  from  them,  and  it  is  a pertinent  fact  that 
one  of  the  most  serious  cases  of  typhoid  fever  of  the  year 
was  located  within  a few  hundred  feet  of  a piggery,  where 
a hog  had  died  suddenly,  of  some  mysterious  disease. 

On  Carpenter,  Pine  and  South  Main  streets  are  natural 
depressions  of  the  surface,  where  drainage  and  other  water 
collects  and  becomes  foul  from  stagnation.  One  at  least 
serves  as  a receptacle  for  dead  cats  and  dogs,  garbage  of 
all  kinds,  old  clothes,  bags,  bedding  and  a heterogenous 
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collection  of  the  cast-off  materials  of  the  neighborhood. 
These  hollows  should  be  filled  up,  either  at  the  expense  of 
the  town  or  of  the  abutters,  according  to  the  statutes  relat- 
ing to  such  matters,  as  they  constitute  a nuisance,  and  are 
detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  localities  in  which  they 
are  situated.  Several  inquiries  have  been  made  as  to 
whether  our  water  was  pure  or  not.  In  order  that  these 
inquiries  may  be  answered,  and  that  the  citizens  may  have 
a true  conception  of  the  condition  of  our  water,  the  fol- 
lowing table  has  been  prepared  :

ANxNUAL  REPORT. 


From  this  table  we  perceive  that  four  examinations 
have  been  made  of  the  water,  at  different  periods  of  time, 
and  that  an  examination  was  made  of  the  river  water  on  the 
20th  of  December,  1888.  The  first  examination  of  our 
drinking  water  was  made  May  25,  1887,  the  last  on  the 
20th  of  December,  1888.  Comparing  these  examinations 
we  find  that  in  the  latter  there  has  been  a decided  increase 
in  the  amount  of  ammonia,  chlorine  and  nitrogen  com- 
pounds present,  and  we  also  find  that  there  is  an  increase 
of  these  salts  in  every  analysis  after  the  first,  in  which  none 
of  these  salts  were  present,  ammonia,  albuminoid  excepted. 
The  amount  of  sediment  has  also  increased  from  a very 
slight  sediment  in  the  second,  to  a distinct,  milky  and 
slightly  sandy  one  in  the  fourth.  The  river  water,  while  not 
in  so  good  a condition  as  the  first  analysis  of  our  well 
water,  has  a less  percentage  of  the  ammonia  and  nitrogen 
salts  than  the  last  examination  of  the  same. 

In  other  words,  our  water  has  deteriorated  since  May 
25,  1887,  and  at  the  present  time  is  not  as  healthy  as  our 
river  water. 

Nitrogen,  ammonia  and  chlorine  compounds  are  the 
products  of  sewerage  and  faecal  matter,  and  it  is  against 
their  increase  that  we  must  be  most  upon  our  guard. 

The  amount  of  these  salts  now  present  has  no  appre- 
ciable effect  upon  our  water,  but  their  presence  indicates 
that  we  will  have  trouble  if  something  is  not  done  to  pre- 
vent their  increase. 

The  following  remarks,  by  Dr.  Charles  Smart,  U.  S. 
A.,  in  the  last  report  of  the  National  Board  of  Health,  on 
the  amount  of  solids  allowable  in  drinking  water,  are  per- 
tinent to  the  subject  under  consideration. 

“ Although  the  limit,  of  undoubted  wholesomeness  is 
not  passed  until  the  water  contains  more  than  30  parts 
(that  is,  of  solids),  there  are  certain  cases  when  less  than 
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this  quantity  will  suffice  to  condemn  the  water,  not  from 
any  specific  action  of  the  salts,  but  from  the  contaminations 
which  are  indicated  by  their  presenee.  Thus  30  parts  of 
solids  in  the  water  of  an  underground  cistern,  are  sugges- 
tive of  leakage  from  the  soil  into  the  reservoir,  and  if  the 
soil  is  known  to  be  polluted,  the  water  must  be  bad.  The 
leak  which  admits  the  inorganic  matter,  must  admit  the 

more  dangerous  eonstituents  of  the  impure  soil 

Well  and  spring  water  should  contain  but  a trace  of  free 

ammonia,  eertainly  not  over  .002  part When  the 

ammonia  is  over  .002  part  there  is  generally  some  contamin- 

tion,  the  origin  of  which  must  be  ascertained . 

Cool,  dark,  clean  and  well  ventilated  cisterns  will  furnish  a 
supply  which  yields  only  .003  part  of  ammonia  albuminoid, 
any  increase  in  the  amount  found  is  dependent  either  on 

foul  accumulations  in  the  eistern,  or  on  leakage 

The  soil  in  peopled  distriets  is  probably  impure,  and  the 
purity  of  the  water  whieh  filters  through  it,  to  be  collected 
in  a shallow  well,  depends  upon  the  efficiency  of  the  mechan- 
ical filtration  and  oxidation  which  cakes  place 

The  thorough  dissociation  of  the  ehlorine  from  its  original 
connections,  must  be  demonstrated  before  the  water  ean  be 
approved,  even  then  with  sources  of  impurity,  within  the 
area  of  drainage,  the  well  should  be  condemned.  Chlorine 
in  quantity  is  a suspicious  sign  in  waters  which  percolate 

through  the  superfieial  layers As  has  already  been 

stated,  nitrates  are  the  ultimate  produets  of  the  oxidation 
of  organie  nitrogen,  either  by  direct  chemical  action  or 
through  the  intervention  of  an  organic  ferment.  The  dele- 
terious substanees  which  they  originated  no  longer  exist, 
so  that  a water  from  a deep  well,  for  instanee,  may  eontain 
a large  quantity  without  imputation  on  its  wholesomeness, 
provided  their  presenee  is  the  only  positive  result  de- 
veloped by  the  analysis.  But  if  nitrous  acid  is  found  to 
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co-exist  (which  is  indicated  by  the  pressure  of  the  nitrites, 
R.),  although  in  the  merest  trace,  it  connects  the  past  of 
the  nitrogen  with  the  harmless  present,  and  suggests  the 
existence  of  a store-house  of  organic  decay  within  danger- 
ous proximity  to  the  water  supply,” 

Applying  these  remarks  to  the  case  in  point  we  are 
justified  in  concluding  that,  our  water  at  the  present  time 
is  wholesome  and  suitable  for  all  domestic  purposes.  That, 
while  the  amount  of  solids  is  less  than  12  parts  per  100,000, 
the  per  cent,  of  ammonia,  nitrogen  and  chlorine  salts,  have 
increased  during  the  past  year.  That  as  the  amount  of 
these  salts  increases  our  water  becomes  more  impure,  and 
will  in  time  be  rendered  unfit  for  use.  Consequently 
everything  should  be  done,  to  either  elminate  these 
salts  or  to  prevent  their  increase. 

Inspection  of  the  soil  around  the  well  and  gallery, 
from  which  our  water  is  obtained,  reveals  the  fact,  that 
the  ground  between  the  well  and  Messrs.  Bushee’s  shop  is 
saturated  with  sewerage,  and  that  the  gallery  terminates, 
practically,  in  a swamp,  which  acts  as  a sponge,  collecting 
and  retaining  a large  part  of  the  sewerage  from  Mechanics 
and  other  sources  above.  Hence,  it  is  from  these  jDoints 
that  we  are  to  apprehend  danger.  These  sources  of  con- 
tamination may  be  cut  off,  as  has  been  suggested,  by  lay- 
ing a thick  wall  upon  hard-pan,  in  cement,  at  right  angles 
to  the  well  and  gallery,  and  it  is  recommended  as  a feas- 
able  and  economical  procedure,  for  the  object  to  be  accom- 
plished. 

When  the  extremely  moist  condition  of  the 
atmosphere,  and  the  comparatively  low  temperature, 
which  has  prevailed  during  the  year,  is  considered,  we  are 
justified  in  stating  that  the  general  health  of  the  commu- 
nity has  been  fair,  nothing  of  an  epidemical  nature  having 
occurred.  There  have  been  several  cases  of  scarlet-fever. 
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which  have  been  mild  in  their  character,  at  no  time  creating- 
any  alarm.  A few  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  reported, 
but  no  deaths.  Typhoid  fever  we  have  had  with  ns  during 
the  entire  year — cases  were  reported  each  month. 
On  the  1 8th  of  June  a case  of  small-pox  was  reported. 
The  symptoms  and  general  condition  of  the  patient  were 
reported  immediately  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  by 
whom  we  were  advised  to  remove  the  patient  out  of  the 
town  as  soon  as  possible.  In  accordance  with  this  advice, 
the  patient  was  removed  on  the  22d,  to  the  “pest  house,” 
on  the  town  farm,  which,  in  the  meanwhile,  had  been 
erected,  where  she  was  detained  until  the  7th  of  July, 
when  she  was  discharged,  cured.  As  soon  as  the  case  was 
discovered,  the  house  in  which  she  was  taken  ill  was  quar- 
antined, and  every  person  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  that 
had  not  been,  was  vaccinated.  After  the  removal  of  the 
patient,  the  house  was  thoroughly  fumigated  and  disinfected, 
in  accordance  with  the  laws  governing  such  cases. 

Below  is  given  a tabulated  statement  of  the  conta- 
gious diseases  reported  during  the  year,  their  location  and 
sanitary  condition  : 


Tablk  I.-— contagious  DISEASES  REPORTED  DURING  THE  YEAR. 
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The  perusal  of  this  table  informs  us  that  from  April 
27,  to  December  31st,  there  were  68  cases  of  contagious 
diseases  reported,  small  pox  i,  scarlet  fever  20, 
diphtheria  5 and  typhoid  fever  42.  Comparing  these  with 
the  statistics  of  last  year,  bearing  in  mind  that  last  year’s 
report  covered  the  entire  year,  while  in  the  present  only 
nine  months  are  considered,  in  which  the  number  of  cases 
reported  were  5 1,  scarlet  fever  22,  diphtheria  5,  typhoid 
fever  24,  we  find  that  17  more  cases  were  reported  this 
year  than  last,  and  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of 
18  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  In  last  year’s  report  it  is  stated 
that  there  was  an  increase  of  this  disease  as  compared 
with  the  year  before.  Typhoid  fever  is  the  cause  of  more 
deaths  in  the  United  States  than  any  other  contagious 
disease,  not  even  excepting  yellow  fever,  and  while  the 
number  of  deaths  from  this  disease,  in  Attleboro,  has  been 
few,  it  is  evident  from  this  annual  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  that  all  the  conditions  are  present  for  an 
epidemic. 

Glancing  again  at  the  above  table,  we  discover  that 
thirty-two  cases  were  located  in  the  more  densely  populated 
portion  of  the  town,  and  that  they  were  scattered  very 
evenly  over  this  part  of  the  town,  no  section  escaping 
from  at  least  one  case  of  the  disease  ; twenty  of  these  cases 
were  located  within  the  limits  of  our  water  district. 

Confining  our  attention  to  these  cases,  let  us  see  if 
we  can  discover  any  cause  for  the  increase  of  this  disease. 

M.  Brouardel,  at  the  Congress  of  Hygiene,  Septem- 
ber, 1887,  stated  that  “the  vehicles  for  the  transmission  of 
typhoid  fever  germs  were,  water,  air  and  clothing  in  con- 
tact with  the  sick.” 

In  1885,  Pfieffer  found  typhoid-vacilli  in  fecal  matter. 

In  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Privy  Council 
of  Great  Britain,  it  is  stated  “ that  the  experience  of 
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many  years  repeats  again  and  again  the  general  lesson  that 
enteric  (typhoid)  fever  denotes  excremental  poisoning.” 
Murchison,  in  his  admiral  work,  remarks  : “ During  the 
last  fifteen  years,  however,  I have  met  with  few  examples 
of  enteric  fever,  which  on  investigation  could  not  be  traced 
to  defective  drainage.  * * * Enteric  fever  is  constantly 
appearing  where  decomposing  sewerage  is  present,  but 
where  every  effort  of  acute  obser\"ers  fails  to  trace  the 
presence  of  typhoid  excreta.” 

“An  increased  rain-fall  sweeps  away  the  impurities  to 
which  the  origin  and  spread  of  the  disease  are,  in  drained 
towns,  mainly  due,  but  in  undrained  places  it  may  conduce 
to  an  outbreak  of  the  disease  by  washing  these  impurities 
into  the  water  used  for  drinking  purposes.  The  study  of 
the  putrification  of  organic  refuse,  when  mixed  with  water, 
has,  I think,  been  the  chief  cause  of  the  development  of 
modern  sanitary  progress.  Common  putrescible  changes 
taking  place  in  dejecta  are  a sufficient  cause  of  typhoid  in- 
dependently of  the  admixture  of  any  specific  poison.” 

The  manner  in  which  the  disease  was  distributed  over 
the  town,  and  the  analysis  given  above,  justifies  us  in  dis- 
missing at  once,  our  water  supply  as  a cause  of  its  propa- 
gation, and  the  same  may  be  said  of  clothing.  Air  and 
fecal  matter  remain  as  possible  causes  of  this  disease.  We 
cannot  say  that  it  was  due  to  the  air,  for  if  it  were,  more 
people  would  have  been  attacked.  But  we  are  justified  in 
saying  that,  it  was  due  to  air  saturated  with  the  vapors  and 
various  exhalations  of  fecal  accumulations,  and  of  sewer- 
age, affecting  only  the  neighborhood  in  which  the  accumu- 
lations were  located,  or  in  other  words,  the  increase  of  ty- 
phoid fever  in  our  town  has  been  due  to  filth,  not  neces- 
sarily upon  the  premises  where  the  case  is  located,  but 
within  a few  hundred  feet.  This  conclusion  is  confirmed 
by  the  fact  that,  with  but  few  exceptions,  within  a few 
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hundred  feet  of  each  case,  reported,  were  found  nuisances 
of  a nature  sufficient  to  induce  it. 

Whether  this  disease  is  to  be  pern'itted  to  increase,  or 
not,  lies  with  the  citizens  of  the  place.  If  the  property 
owners  are  willing  that  sewerage  and  garbage  shall  collect 
upon  their  premises,  the  disease  will  most  certainly  keep 
on  increasing,  and  this  increase  means  a diminution  in  the 
value  of  real  estate,  so  that,  in  fact,  it  is  an  economical 
measure  for  a landlord  to  keep  his  place  in  a healthy  con- 
dition. For  no  one  will  choose  to  make  his  home  in  a lo- 
cality where  this  dread  disease  prevails,  if  he  can  help  it. 

This  is  also  a matter  of  much  importance  to  the  town. 
The  reputation  of  having  such  a disease  within  its  borders, 
and  the  consequent  reflection  that  the  town  must  be  in  an 
unsanitary  condition,  is,  to  say  the  least,  unenviable.  By 
strict  attention  to  the  laws  of  hygiene  the  number  i)f  cases 
of  this  disease  may  be  reduced  to  a minimum.  Conse- 
quently the  property  holders  and  tenants  should  be  required 
by  effective  measures  to  conform  to  such  laws  in  order  that 
this  end  may  be  attained.  Frequent  inspections  should  be 
made  of  the  entire  territory,  in  order  that  it  may  be  evi- 
dent that  they  are  carried  out,  and  every  complaint  should 
be  inquired  into,  and  if  found  just,  rectified  immediately. 

The  following  table  furnishes  us  with  the  mortuary 
statistics  for  the  year  : 
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During  the  year,  125  deaths  were  recorded.  Esti- 
mating the  population  of  Attleboro  at  7,000,  this  gives  us 
an  annual  death  rate  of  17  and  six-sevenths,  or  an  average 
monthly  mortality  of  i and  one-half  per  thousand,  which  is 
probably  as  low  a death  rate  as  that  of  any  town  of  its 
population  in  the  State.  The  greatest  mortality  was  in 
the  month  of  August,  the  least  in  October. 

There  were  twenty-seven  deaths  among  infants,  and 
nineteen  among  persons  between  the  ages  of  sixty  and 
ninety.  The  rates  between  the  sexes  was,  males,  seventy- 
one  ; females,  fifty-four. 

As  is  usually  the  case  in  New  England  towns,  more 
deaths  were  caused  by  pulmonary  complaints  than  by  any 
other  disease  ; these  numbered  thirty-eight,  and  were 
classified  as  follows  : Phthisis,  seventeen  ; pneumonia,  in- 

cluding typhoid,  fourteen  ; odema,  one  and  bronchitis 
three.  Intestinal  disorders  follow  in  the  order  of  mortality, 
viz.  : Enteritis,  five ; obstruction,  one  ; cholera  morbus, 

one  ; cholera  infantum,  eleven,  and  typhoid  fever,  nine. 
The  first  death  from  typhoid  fever  was  reported  in  April. 

Turning  to  table  No  i we  find  that  there  were  forty- 
two  cases  of  typhoid  reported  during  the  year,  therefore 
the  death  rate  of  this  disease,  one  in  every  four  and  two- 
third  cases,  which  should  sufficiently  emphasize  the  im- 
portance of  guarding  against  this  malady.

One  hundred  and  forty-six  births  were  recorded  dur- 
ing the  year.  Estimating  the  population,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  death,  at  7,000,  we  have  a birth  rate  of  20  and  six- 
sevenths  per  thousand,  annually.  The  greatest  number  of 
births  was  recorded  in  October,  23;  the  least  in  June, 
4.  There  were  two  more  females  than  males.  The  num- 
ber in  which  both  parents  were  American  was  73  ; both 
foreign,  30 ; one  American,  29.  There  were  two  cases  of 
twins,  and  five  still-born.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
was  21. 

For  the  sake  of  reference  in  the  future  the  marriage 
statistics  have  been  tabulated. 
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The  age  of  the  youngest  bride  was  16,  of  the  eldest, 
52;  of  youngest  groom,  18,  eldest,  57.  The  number  of 
brides  who  had  been  married  once  before  was  eleven  ; 
twice,  one.  Of  the  grooms,  eleven  had  been  married  once 
and  three  twice.  The  age  of  the  youngest  groom  who 
had  been  married  twice  was  thirty-two. 

The  following  reports  have  been  received  : Last  re- 

port of  National  Board  of  Health  and  weekly  statement  of 
same.  Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  New  York, 
Connecticut,  also  monthly  statement  of  same,  and  Massa- 
chusetts. Report  of  Board  of  Health  of  San  Diego,  Cal. 
The  Sanitary  Era  has  been  sent  to  us  twice  each  month, 
and  much  valuable  information  has  been  derived  there- 
from. Credit  is  due  to  the  report  of  the  Connecticut 
Board  of  Health  for  the  forms  of  the  tables  given  above. 

In  closing  this  report,  I wish  to  thank  the  board  for 
the  uniform  courtesy  and  forbearance  which  they  have  dis- 
played toward  me  during  the  entire  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  Attleboro  Free  Public  Library  Association  trans- 
ferred all  of  its  property  to  the  Town  of  Attleboro,  when 
the  town  at  its  last  annual  meeting  made  an  approj^riation 
for  its  support.  This  property,  to  the  value  of  between 
$2,500  and  $3,000,  consisted  of  books,  cases,  shelves  and 
other  articles  necessary  to  the  furnishing  of  a public 
library.  The  number  of  books  was  nearly  2.500  volumes, 
of  which  1,300  were  new,  and  had  been  purchased  by  the 
association  during  the  three  years  of  its  existence. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  1,538  cards,  each  en- 
titling the  holder  to  take  books  from  the  library,  had  been 
given  out  ; during  the  year  1 12  cards  were  issued,  making 
a total  of  1,650  now  in  use.  These  cards  can  be  obtained 
by  any  resident  of  the  town  by  applying  to  the  librarian 
and  complying  with  the  regulations. 

The  average  circulation  for  the  past  year  has  been 
about  250  volumes  each  day  that  the  library  has  been  open. 
Two  books  only  have  been  lost,  and  these  by  the  removal 
from  town  of  the  families  who  took  them  from  the  library. 
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The  town  at  its  last  annual  meeting  appropriated  $600 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  library.  The  report  of  the  Se- 
lectmen will  show  in  detail  the  manner  of  its  expenditure, 
also  a summary  of  the  same,  which  need  not  be  repeated 
here.  The  current  expenses  have  been  less  than  usual, 
because  of  the  large  amount  of  printed  matter  and  other 
stock  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  ; also  because 
no  new  book-cases  or  shelves  were  required.  Experience 
has  taught  us  that  to  maintain  a public  library  of  the  size 
of  ours  will  involve  an  annual  expenaiture  of  about  $450  ; 
to  which  must  be  added  an  adequate  sum  for  the  purchase 
of  new  books.  We  have  expended  during  the  past  year 
for  new  books  $208.34.  The  committee  having  this  in 
charge  have  exercised  considerable  care  in  the  selection  of 
books  for  purchase.  Eighty-five  per  cent,  of  the  new  books 
are  fiction,  and  the  rest  are  classified  as  history,  biography, 
etc.  The  committee  will  always  be  glad  to  receive  sug- 
gestions from  citizens  or  others  as  regards  any  new  book 
for  purchase,  and  a notice  left  with  the  librarian  will  re- 
ceive attention. 

Books  have  been  kindly  donated  to  the  library  by  the 
following  persons:  Earl  Richards,  Mark  Millard,  Horton, 
Angell  & Co.,  L.  B.  Marsh,  C.  P.  Williams,  Frank  Law- 
rence, Rev.  John  O’Connell,  and  several  reports  have  been 
received  from  the  departments  at  Washington. 

The  sum  of  $39.60  has  been  collected  as  fines.  Of  this 
amount  $3.85  has  been  used  for  incidental  expenses;  and 
$20  has  been  paid  to  the  town  treasurer,  leaving  a balance 
of  $15.75  the  hands  of  the  librarian.  Twenty-four  cat- 
alogues have  been  sold  at  the  price  of  15  cents  each,  mak- 
ing $3.60  as  the  amount  on  hand  as  the  result  of  these 
sales. 

It  is  proposed  that  a supplement,  containing  the 
names  of  all  the  books  added  to  the  library  during  the 
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year,  shall  be  issued  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  and 
placed  for  sale  with  the  librarian. 

The  trustees  desire  to  express,  in  their  report,  their 
appreciation  of  the  courteous  and  skillful  manner  in  which 
the  librarian  has  filled  her  position ; they  would  also  ex- 
press thanks  to  those  friends  of  the  library  who  have  kindly 
assisted  the  librarian  in  her  duties. 

They  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $600  for  the  maintenance  of  the  library  for  the  year 
1889.

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REPORT  OF 

School  Committee, 


The  school  department,  which  expends  one  half  of  the 
amount  annually  appropriated  by  the  town,  is,  in  conse- 
quence, one  of  great  importance  financially,  as  well  as  be- 
cause of  its  duty  in  supervising  and  guarding  the  intellect- 
ual privileges  of  the  younger  generation,  of  those  who 
cannot  speak  for  themselves,  but  upon  whom  the  future 
welfare  of  our  state  and  nation  depends. 

The  number  composing  the  committee  was  increased 
at  the  last  town  meeting  to  nine,  including  two  ladies. 
That  this  change  has  resulted  in  advantage  to  the  town 
and  to  the  schools,  we  unhesitatingly  affirm.  The  various 
departments  under  the  control  of  the  board  have  been 
carefully  scrutinized  by  the  sub-committees  having  them  in 
charge.  Wherever  possible,  estimates  have  been  required 
upon  all  improvements  and  repairs  undertaken  and  the 
work  supervised  in  progress.  The  various  articles  pur- 
chased for  the  town  have  been  only  such  as  were  abso- 
lutely required  ; and  in  considering  the  question  of  teach- 
ers and  their  salaries,  the  financial  condition  of  the  town, 
as  well  as  the  duty  enforced  upon  us  to  sustain  the  high 
character  of  our  schools,  has  been  considered. 

The  condition  of  the  schools  and  their  needs  will  be 
considered  in  detail  in  the  Superintendent’s  report  and  an 
itemized  account  of  the  school  expenses  will  be  found  in 
the  report  of  the  Selectmen  ; hence  they  will  not  be  dwelt 
upon  here. 
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Early  in  the  year  the  committee  saw  the  necessity  for 
increased  accommodations  for  our  rapidly  growing  schools; 
more  pupils  presented  themselves  in  various  grades  than 
could  be  accommodated  ; rooms  designed  to  contain  a cer- 
tain number  were  changed  so  as  to  seat  nearly  twice  as 
many.  Efforts  were  ineffectually  made  to  occupy  other 
buildings  temporarily.  The  question  became  so  serious 
that  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  call  a special  town  meet- 
ing, that  the  needs  of  the  schools  could  be  presented 
more  directly  to  the  people.  The  action  of  the  town  is 
anxiously  awaited  by  the  committee.  The  plan  proposed 
for  a new  Grammar  School  building  was  advocated  only 
after  thorough  consideration  and  its  adoption  urged,  be- 
cause of  conviction  that  it  would  be  of  the  greatest  advan- 
tage to  the  schools  and  would  result  in  a financial  saving 
to  the  town. 

The  question  of  the  length  of  the  school  year  is  one 
that  is  freely  discussed  in  town  meetings,  and  short  terms 
are  almost  always  advocated  by  those  who  are  not  familiar 
with  the  work  of  the  schools.  Most  of  our  pupils  leave 
school  forever  when  they  reach  the  higher  grades  of  our 
system.  The  cutting  off  of  two  or  more  weeks  from  each 
term  deprives  them  in  the  aggregate  of  an  entire  year’s 
schooling  by  the  time  they  reach  the  High  School,  a most 
serious  and  irreparable  loss  to  many.  Moreover,  our 
schools  are  graded  on  a systematic  basis  that  cannot  w'ell 
be  changed  ; a given  amount  of  work  is  allotted  to  each 
term  ; it  cannot  be  accomplished  in  a shorter  time.  The 
deleterious  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  pupils  for  which 
our  system  is  held  responsible,  is  more  the  result  of  this 
crowding  into  33  weeks,  work  that  was  designed  for  38  or 
40,  than  of  any  defect  in  the  system.  The  teachers,  also, 
are  rendered  dissatisfied  by  this  reduction  in  their  work, 
and  consequently  in  their  salaries,  and  some  of  them  have 
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resigned  during  the  past  year,  giving  this  as  a reason 
therefor.  The  committee  earnestly  recommend  a school 
year  of  38  weeks  for  all  grades  below  the  Grammar,  and 
one  of  40  for  the  Grammar  and  High  Schools.  This  rec- 
ommendation, we  believe,  has  invariably  been  made  by 
every  school  committee  that  has  preceded  us. 

Many  of  our  teachers  have  been  with  us  for  a series 
of  years.  When  we  consider  the  great  influence  their 
character  and  conduct  have  upon  the  pupils  with  whom 
they  are  so  intimately  associated,  we  feel  that  their  faith- 
ful work  demands  most  generous  treatment  from  the 
town.  To  them  and  to  the  Superintendent  who  has  so 
earnestly  striven  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school,  we 
offer  cordial  praise. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  town  appropri- 
ate the  following  sums  for  the  support  of  the  schools  for 
1889:

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT, 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Attlebow  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen — My  report,  the  sixth  in  the 
series  of  Superintendents’  reports  in  the  recent  history  of 
the  town,  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

As  it  was  voted  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting  that  the 
fiscal  year  should  end  at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year, 
this  report  covers  a period  of  ten  months.  In  this  fraction 
of  a year  the  schools  have  been  supported  as  follows  : 
High,  32  weeks  ; grammar,  31  ; lower  grades,  29.

- As  compared  with  last  year,  the  returns  made  by  the 
the  census  takers  show  the  number  of  children  between  5 
and  15  years  of  age,  living  in  town  May  i,  1888,  to  be 
1 17  smaller  than  for  May  i,  1887.  The  number  enrolled 
on  the  school  register  is  60  larger.  The  average 
membership  is  the  same,  while  the  average  atten- 
dance is  16  above  that  of  last  year.  The  per  cent,  of  at- 
tendance based  on  the  average  membership  is  89.9, 
against  88.4  last  year,  while  the  pro  rata  of  tardiness  is  .7, 
against  i.i  last  year.  In  commenting  on  this  com- 
parison, I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  great  differ- 
ence, 1 1 7,  between  the  number  as  shown  by  the  census 
and  that  of  the  scholars  enrolled  on  the  school  registers. 
While,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  these  numbers  would 
not  be  likely  to  agree,  I can  account  for  this  large  dif- 
ference of  1 17  when  the  whole  number  of  children  of 
school  age  cannot  exceed  1,400,  in  no  other  way  than  by 
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thinking  that  the  census  was  not  as  complete  as  it  ought  to 
be.  The  taking  of  this  census  is  one  of  the  important  duties 
required  of  the  School  Committee,  important  in  order  that 
correct  returns  can  be  made  to  the  State,  and  especially 
important  because  a correct  list  is  indispensable  to  the 
Superintendent  and  the  Truant  Officers  in  their  investiga- 
tion of  cases  of  truancy,  and  the  issuing  of  employment 
certificates  under  the  new  law  of  1888. 

With  the  average  membership  the  same  as  last  year, 
the  gain  in  average  attendance,  although  only  16,  and  the 
great  reduction  in  the  pro  rata  of  tardiness  are  highly 
gratifying,  as  they  show  no  break  in  the  improvement  our 
schools  are  making  in  this  respect  year  after  year.  How- 
ever gratifying  this  gain  may  be  to  those  who  appreciate 
its  significance,  when  we  compare  the  average  attendance 
of  the  schools  of  Attleboro  with  that  of  very  many  other 
towns  in  the  State,  it  is  far  from  satisfactory. 

In  the  last  published  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, that  for  1886  and  1887,  I find  that  the  percent,  of 
average  attendance  for  eight  of  the  fourteen  counties  is 
above  that  of  our  town,  while  a large  number  of  the  towns 
with  which  Attleboro  should  rank,  make  a far  better  show- 
ing than  we  can.  In  this  low  per  cent,  of  attendance  we  can 
see  one  important  reason  why  our  schools  cannot  do  all 
they  ought  for  our  children.  Not  till  a great  improvement 
is  made  in  this  respect  can  Attleboro  compare  favorably 
with  those  towns  with  which  she  ranks  in  population, 
wealth  and  enterprise.  How  would  it  be  if  the  circum- 
stances were  the  same  in  our  manufacturing  establish- 
ments Suppose  a manufactory  built,  equipped  with  ma- 
chinery and  supplied  with  tools  to  accommodate  1,068 
workmen,  the  number  equal  to  the  average  membership  of 
our  schools  ; suppose  the  daily  expenses,  including  the  pay 
of  the  workmen,  be  the  same  whether  all  were  present  at 
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their  places  or  not  ; further,  suppose  that  of  this  1,068 
workmen,  104  were  absent  every  day  in  the  year.  It 
would  not  be  difficult,  I think,  to  predict  the  result.  While 
on  account  of  this  poor  attendance  a large  amount  of  the 
money  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  schools  is  vir- 
tually wasted,  there  is  another  hindrance  to  success  and 
one  which  far  out-weighs  this  loss  in  importance.  As  our 
schools  are  now  graded  and  conducted,  the  successful  ac- 
complishment of  the  course  implies  the  presence  of  every 
scholar  in  the  schools  every  day. 

If  all  were  perfect  in  attendance  and  disposed  to  do 
their  part,  the  teacher  could  take  the  class  successfully 
over  the  given  part  of  the  course  in  the  time  assigned  to 
it.  The  successful  accomplishment  of  the  work  of  the 
day,  the  week,  and  the  term,  by  the  scholar,  depends  upon 
his  having  completed  the  work  of  the  day,  the  week,  and 
the  term  preceding.  Please  consider  it  carefully,  all  you 
who  read  this  report.  About  one  of  every  ten  of  our 
scholars  is  absent  from  school  every  day  in  the  year. 

One  is  absent  a few  days  or  a week,  and  returns  and 
goes  on  with  his  class  as  is  generally  supposed,  while  in 
reality  he  cannot  go  on  and  do  good  work  for  the  want  of 
that  knowledge  he  has  failed  to  acquire  on  account  of  his 
absence.  If  this  were  true  of  only  a few  the  case  would 
not  be  so  serious,  but  it  is  true  of  so  large  a number  in 
most  of  our  schools  it  is  a wonder  to  me  how  so  much  real 
progress  is  made.  On  leaving  this  topic  I wish  to  make 
an  earnest  appeal  to  parents  and  all  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  our  schools,  to  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  cor- 
rect this  evil. 


SCHOOLS  AND  SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  schools  and  school  houses  is  the  same 
as  last  year,  and  as  the  attention  of  the  town  has  been 
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called  to  the  need  of  a new  school  building  in  the  village, 
nothing  need  be  said  of  that  here.  I think,  however,  there 
are  certain  improvements  that  ought  to  be  made  at  several 
of  our  out-lying  schools. 

The  School  Committee,  in  their  report  last  year, 
stated  that  certain  alterations  and  repairs  ought  to  be  made 
at  an  early  day  on  the  Turnpike  and  the  Perry  houses.  At 
the  former  of  these,  great  inconvenience  has  been  suffered 
on  account  of  the  too  limited  accommodations.  It  has  oc- 
curred several  times  lately  that  the  school  has  been  so 
large  that  every  seat  has  been  occupied,  and  any  one  who 
has  ever  visited  the  place  and  seen  the  limited  space  in 
front  of  the  scholars’  desks  can  understand  to  some  extent 
the  annoyance  the  school  has  been  compelled  to  suffer.  In 
addition  to  this,  there  is  no  suitable  place  for  the  scholars 
to  hang  their  outer  clothing.  The  entry,  if  it  deserves  the 
name,  is  just  large  enough  for  the  outside  door  to  open. 
At  the  present  time  this  school  is  smaller  than  for  several 
years  in  consequence  of  the  removal  of  several  families 
from  the  district,  but,  without  doubt,  it  will  soon 
be  full,  as  several  new  residences  have  recently  been  built 
in  that  vicinity.  At  the  Perry  school  the  case  is  a little 
better,  in  that  there  are  fewer  scholars,  but  worse  in  that 
there  is  no  entry  at  all,  the  outside  door  opening  directly 
into  the  school  room.  I think  each  of  these  houses  should 
receive  an  addition  similar  to  that  made  at  the  Briggs  Cor- 
ner school  house  a few  years  ago. 

I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  affairs 
in  the  primary  schools  at  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville.  At 
the  former,  the  enrollment  was  113,  and  at  the  latter  88. 
The  average  membership  at  Dodgeville  was  more  than  56, 
and  at  Hebronville  nearly  53.  There  were  often  in  at- 
tendance at  one  time  at  each  of  these  schools  60  or  more 
scholars.  Of  these  a very  large  number,  especially  at 
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Doclgeville,  were  children  of  foreigners,  and  could  not 
speak  a word  of  English.  I think  if  any  one  at  all  ac- 
quainted with  schools  would  visit  either  of  these  Primaries, 
especially  in  the  afternoon,  when  the  children  have  grown 
restless  and  the  teachers  are  weary  with  their  day’s  work, 
and  learn  what  these  teachers  have  to  do  and  what  ought 
to  be  done,  he  would  not  hesitate  to  say  that  they  greatly 
need  help.  Without  considering  the  interests  of  these 
overworked  teachers  at  all,  I feel  that  the  good  of  the 
scholars  presents  a stronger  argument. 

The  School  Committee  or  the  Superintendent  called 
attention  to  the  crowded  state  of  the  Dodgeville  primary 
several  years  ago,  and  stated  the  need  of  increased  ac- 
commodations, but  nothing  has  been  done.  In  pleading 
the  interests  of  these  children,  please  consider  the  large 
number  who  here  learn  to  speak  English  and  become  able 
to  read  and  write  it,  as  a requisite  to  citizenship.  Con- 
sider that  this  class  of  children  will,  if  not  educated,  when 
they  grow  up  help  make  the  most  dangerous  class  in  our 
country  ; consider  the  very  little  schooling  they  will  re- 
ceive under  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  and  then 
ask  yourselves  if  Attleboro  has  not  a greater  opportunity 
for  good  in  these  than  in  many  of  our  more  highly  favored 
schools. 

Feeling  that  we  are  not  doing  our  duty  by  these 
children,  I would  recommend  that  an  assistant  teacher  be 
hired  for  each  school.  At  Hebronville  one  of  the  ward- 
robe rooms  would  do  very  well  for  a recitation  room.  At 
Dodgeville  I would  recommend  the  building  of  a one-story 
addition  to  this  house  large  enough  for  a small  school 
room  or  a large  recitation  room.  The  additional  cost 
would  be  small  when  compared  with  the  greater  amount  of 
good  that  would  be  accomplished.  As  in  those  places 
where  training  schools  are  maintained,  persons  who  wish 
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to  fit  for  teachers  could  be  hired  for  small  pay,  as  the 
discipline  and  instruction  they  would  receive  under  the 
direction  of  the  efficient  teachers  in  charge  of  these 
schools  would,  of  itself,  be  nearly  compensation  enough. 

The  needs  of  the  Sanford  street  primary,  in  charge 
of  Misses  Wheaton  and  Fisher,  have  been  brought  to  your 
notice  so  often  that  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  re- 
fer to  them  here,  were  they  not  by  far  more  pressing  now 
than  at  any  former  time.  During  the  year  a new  adjust- 
ment has  had  to  be  made  several  times,  by  transferring 
scholars  from  this  to  the  Pine  street  primary,  to  keep  the 
number  of  scholars  down  so  they  could  be  accommodated 
in  the  room.  At  the  present  time  this  school  numbers  87 
scholars,  and,  as  the  principal  says,  if  as  many  new  scholars 
present  themselves  for  admission  to  the  school  next  spring 
as  in  former  years,  the  school  will  have  to  be  divided  and 
a room  hired  somewhere  for  the  accommodation  of  a part 
of  them  till  the  completion  of  the  new  school  house.  When 
the  new  school  house  is  ready  for  occupancy  this  school 
can  be  divided  as  it  ought  to  be. 

Aside  from  this  primary  and  the  grammar  schools,  each 
of  which  is  large  enough  to  occupy  two  good  sized  rooms, 
the  schools  in  the  village  are  not  inconveniently  large  for 
the  rooms  they  occupy,  although  some  of  these  schools  are 
so  large  that  they  cannot  well  accommodate  new  scholars, 
who  from  time  to  time  present  themselves  for  admission. 


LENGTH  OF  SCHOOL  YEAR. 

Whatever  the  motives  that  induced  the  voters  to 
shorten  the  school  year  to  36  weeks  for  all  grades  below 
the  Grammar,  I cannot  regard  the  reduction  in  any  other 
light  than  as  a mistake.  A school  year  of  38  weeks  will 
allow  a long  vacation  of  ten  weeks  in  the  summer,  and  two 
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Other  vacations,  one  at  the  holidays  and  the  other  in  the 
spring,  of  two  weeks  each.  That  is  certainly  a liberal  al- 
lowance of  time  for  vacations  when  we  consider  the  amount 
to  be  done  in  the  schools  if  they  rank  with  other  good 
schools. 

I would  strongly  recommend  40  weeks  for  the  Gram- 
mar and  38  weeks  for  all  lower  grades.  Compare  our 
school  year  with  that  of  other  towns  in  the  State  as  shown 
by  the  State  report  for  1886  and  1887.  Although  our 
schools  were  in  session  38  weeks  that  year,  I find  that  in 
79  of  the  cities  and  towns  the  school  year  exceeded  ours. 
The  average  length  of  time  the  schools  of  all  grades  were 
in  session  in  31  of  these  cities  and  towns  was  ten  months 
or  more.  How  would  Attleboro  compare  this  year  with 
nearly  all  our  schools  keeping  only  36  weeks  ? 

The  State  census  of  1885  reported  23  cities  and  325 
towns  in  the  State  ; of  these  325  towns,  only  24  were 
larger  in  respect  to  population  than  Attleboro  after 
division.  I do  not  make  this  comparison  to  reproach  the 
voters  of  the  town  with  a lack  of  liberality.  Neither  do  I 
expect  that  as  an  argument  it  will  have  much  weight  with 
many,  but  it  serves  to  show  that  in  the  judgment  of  those 
who  direct  educational  matters  in  most  of  our  enterprising 
towns,  a school  year  of  38  or  40  weeks  is  none  too  long. 

MUSIC  AND  DRAWING. 

As  the  report  of  the  instructors  in  these  departments 
are  included,  but  little  need  be  said  by  me.  I consider 
special  instruction  in  each  of  these  so  important  as  to  be 
almost  indispensable.  Instruction  in  music  by  Professor 
and  Miss  Whittemore  has  been  attended  by  a degree  of 
success  not  surpassed  by  that  of  any  former  year. 

In  drawing  special  instruction  was  considered  neces- 
sary to  the  successful  introduction  of  the  newly  revised 
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system.  The  wisdom  in  furnishing  this  instruction  is 
growing  more  and  more  apparent  every  week.  Miss 
Lathrop,  who  devotes  one  half  of  each  day  to  giving  in- 
structions in  drawing  in  the  schools  of  the  town,  has  suc- 
ceeded in  arousing  an  enthusiasm  in  many  of  the  schools 
which  gives  promise  of  satisfactory  results.  It  this  in- 
struction can  be  continued,  so  that  in  drawing  as  in  other 
departments  of  school  work,  the  scholars  of  the  different 
grades  can  be  led  on  through  a well  graded  system,  a 
degree  of  proficiency  will  be  attained  by  those  who  com- 
plete the  course  that  would  be  highly  gratifying. 

MUSIC. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Tiffany,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir  : — We  are  pleased  to  report  that  excellent 
progress  in  music  is  being  made  in  all  the  schools  of  the 
town. 

The  teachers,  with  scarcely  an  exception,  manifest  in- 
creasing interest  in  this  branch,  and  owing  to  their  hearty 
and  intelligent  co-operation,  we  have  been  enabled  to  so 
systematize  the  work  that  at  present  music  is  as  well 
taught  as  are  the  other  studies  of  the  school  course. 

We  feel  confident  that  the  results,  as  shown  in  several 
classes,  compare  favorably  with  those  of  any  town  where 
the  Normal  system  is  taught. 

We  desire  to  say  that  we  are  not  teaching  rote-work, 
but  that  the  children,  from  the  lowest  primary  to  the  high- 
est grade,  are  learning  to  sing  at  sight,  entirely  without 
the  aid  of  instruments — an  achievement  seldom  noted 
among  choir  and  chorus  singers. 

In  years  past  it  has  been  considered  necessary  to  en- 
tertain the  public  with  musical  exhibitions,  consisting  prin- 
cipally of  rote  singing,  in  order  that  music  retain  its  hum- 
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ble  place  in  the  school  course.  Now,  thanks  to  the  march 
of  progress,  music  no  longer  hegs  its  way  to  puhlic  favor, 
hut  is  taking  its  true  place  in  the  front  rank  of  educational 
factors. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  parents  will  seek  to  acquaint 
themselves  with  what  their  children  are  doing  in  this 
branch,  and  especially  would  we  invite  musicians  to  visit 
our  schools,  not  simply  to  be  entertained,  but  to  see  what 
may  he  accomplished  when  music  is  taught  in  accordance 
with  true  educational  principles.

DRAWING. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Tiffany,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir  : — When,  last  fall.  White’s  new  and  im- 
proved drawing  books  were  introduced  into  our  schools, 
there  was  need  for  some  one  to  devote  special  attention  to 
getting  the  system  into  running  order.  This  is  what  I 
have  tried  to  do  during  the  part  of  the  year  past,  or,  more 
truly,  this  is  the  work  I have  tried  to  begin,  for  time  must 
bring  the  accomplishment  of  such  a task. 

The  new  books  emphasize,  as  the  old  did  not,  the 
teaching  first  of  the  idea  of  form,  and  then  of  its  expression. 
During  the  primary  year,  the  little  ones  are  made  perfectly 
familiar  with  the  elementary  forms,  such  as  the  sphere, 
cube  and  cylinder,  and  are  led  to  express,  naturally  and 
easily  in  language,  with  crayon  and  with  clay,  just  what 
they  know.  To  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  teachers. 
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especially,  in  the  work,  new  to  most,  of  clay-modeling,  are 
largely  due  the  good  results  already  seen  arising  from  this 
feature  of  the  system. 

In  the  second  year,  through  constant  exercise  of  the 
judgment  in  placing  points,  the  idea  of  the  inch,  its  parts 
and  its  multiples,  becomes  well  defined  in  the  pupil’s  mind. 

The  next  step  is  to  connect  the  points,  accurately 
placed,  by  light,  straight  lines,  not  to  copy  some  figure  in 
the  book,  but  to  show  the  outlines  of  some  simple  object 
held  by  the  teacher.  Still  the  idea  is  first,  gained  by  the 
eye  a little  more  trained,  and  then  the  expression  of  the 
idea  is  given  by  the  hand  a little  more  skilled  than  it  was 
in  the  Primary  school. 

In  the  higher  grades,  enlarging,  memory  and  dictation 
drawing,  more  difficult  object  drawing,  accompanied  by 
some  manual  training  in  cutting  out  and  making  the  objects 
drawn,  ideas  of  symmetry  in  ornamentation,  of  perspective 
and  of  conventionalization,  accompanied  by  original  de- 
signing, lead  the  pupil  on  step  by  step,  so  that  he  should 
leave  the  High  school  well  knowing  how  to  express  ac- 
curately what  he  sees,  or  thinks,  and  capable  of  turning 
this  power  to  good  account. 

He  should  thus  leave  the  High  school,  but  he  does 
not  and  can  not,  till,  as  he  rises  from  grade  to  grade,  he 
can  advance  steadily  and  systematically  in  Drawing  as  in 
other  branches,  his  interest  and  enthusiasm  increasing  with 
every  step. 

To  ensure  this  harmonious  working  of  all  the  schools, 
and  thus  secure  the  best  results  in  this  most  important 
study,  the  great  and  pressing  need  is  for  an  earnest  pro- 
fessional Supervisor  of  Drawing.

As  I consider 
the  success  that  has  attended  the  work  of  these  faithful 
laborers  in  the  school  rooms,  and  the  bright  prom 
ise  for  the  future,  I cannot  refrain  from  con- 
gratulating you,  the  citizens  of  the  town,  and  the  teachers 
themselves,  with  whom  the  consciousness  of  their  faith- 
fulness and  its  results  must  afford  by  far  more  gratification 
than  any  words  of  praise  I can  utter.  In  closing,  I wish 
to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  their 
cordial  support,  and  the  teachers  for  their  patience  and  co- 
operation.

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Report  of  Truant  Officer. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Attleboio, 

Gentlemen  : — In  making  this  report  of  my  doings  as 
Truant  Officer  for  the  year  past,  I can  only  say  that  I have 
attended  to  the  duties  assigned  me  as  well  and  as  effi- 
ciently as  lay  in  my  power,  considering  the  obstacles  which 
seem  inseparable  from  the  nature  of  such  duties.  I have 
at  various  times  visited  the  shops,  factories  and  mercantile 
establishments  where  minor  children  were,  or  were  likely 
to  be-  employed,  and  have  found  that  in  the  majority  of 
instances  the  proprietors  of  the  establishment  were  dis- 
posed to  second  my  efforts  to  comply  with  the  Statute 
laws  and  requirements.  In  fact,  all,  without  exception, 
have  thus  far  professed  a willingness  to  comply,  though,  in 
the  cases  of  cotton  manufactories,  I have  reason  to  be- 
lieve, and  do  believe,  that  evasions  of  the  law  have  been 
made,  and  that  there  are,  and  by  searching  investigation 
might  be  discovered,  violations  which  might  be  brought  to 
notice.  In  the  pursuit  of  these  cases  of  employ- 
ment of  minor  children,  I have  noticed  a most  wonderful 
coincidence  in  the  fact  that  children  employed 
in  the  mills  are  remarkably  small  for  their  years, 
and  those  who  have  arrived  at  the  ages  of 
14  to  16  years,  so  closely  resemble  in  stature  and  general 
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appearance  those  attending  our  schools,  who  are  several 
years  younger,  that  I have  sometimes  been  puzzled  to 
account  for  the  matter,  the  fact  that  the  children  of  alien 
parentage,  many  of  whom  are  unable  to  speak  or  write  the 
English  language,  and  their  indifference  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  educational  laws,  coupled  with  the  fact  that 
in  Rhode  Island  (from  which  place  many  come  to  our  vil- 
lages) the  laws  regarding  the  employment  of  minors  are 
so  much  more  lenient  than  our  own,  makes  it  exceedingly 
difficult  to  detect  in  many  cases  an  intention  to  evade  the 
requirements  of  the  laws. 

Instances  in  which  large  families  of  children,  some 
of  tender  age,  dependent  for  support  on  a widowed, 
or  perhaps  worse  than  a widowed  mother,  require  her 
labor  to  be  incessant  at  the  mill  or  elsewhere,  also 
makes  it  equally  imperative  that  some  one  of  the 
children  should  remain  at  home  to  care  for  the  smaller 
ones  in  the  absence  of  the  parent,  hence,  depriving 
that  one  of  school  privileges.  Also,  cases  occur  in  which 
the  parents  fail  to  second  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  and 
others  to  secure  a prompt  and  punctual  attendance. 
These  are  some  of  the  obstacles  which  tend  to  prevent  the 
execution  of  the  Truant  Laws,  but  which,  perhaps,  may 
yet  be  in  a measure  overcome  by  careful  legislation.  The 
duties  of  the  Truant  Officers  have  been  much  mitigated  by 
the  efforts  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  who  has  per- 
sonally given  much  time  to  investigate  cases  which  have 
required  examination,  and  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that 
while  the  laws  which  apply  to  the  matter  in  question  have 
not  been  perhaps  fully  complied  with,  yet,  perhaps,  the  ex- 
perience of  the  future  may  develop  more  success.  Al^ 
which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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The  Law  of  1888  in  Relation  to 
The  Employment  of  Children. 


it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represeiitatives  hi 
General  Court  assembled  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  as  follozvs : 

Section  i.  No  child  under  thirteen  years  of  age 
shall  be  employed  at  any  time  in  any  factory,  workshop  or 
mercantile  establishment.  No  such  child  shall  be  em- 
ployed in  any  indoor  work,  performed  for  wages  or  other 
compensation,  to  whomsoever  payable,  during  the  hours 
when  the  public  schools  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  he 
resides  are  in  session,  or  shall  be  employed  in  any  man- 
ner during  such  hours  unless  during  the  year  next  preced- 
ing such  employment  he  has  attended  school  for  at  least 
twenty  weeks  as  required  by  law. 

Sect.  2.  No  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  shall 
be  employed  in  any  manner  before  the  hour  of  six  o’clock  in 
the  morning  or  after  the  hour  of  seven  o’clock  in  the  even- 
ing. No  such  child  shall  be  employed  in  any  factory,  work- 
shop or  mercantile  establishment,  except  during  the  vaca- 
tion of  the  public  schools  in  the  city  or  town  where  he 
resides,  unless  the  person  or  corporation  employing  him 
procures  and  keeps  on  file  a certificate  and  em[doyment 
ticket  tor  such  child  as  prescribed  by  section  four  of  this 
act,  and  no  such  child  shall  be  employed  in  any  indoor 
work,  performed  for  wages  or  other  compensation,  to  whom- 
soever payable,  during  the  hours  when  the  public  schools 
of  such  city  or  town  are  in  session,  unless  as  aforesaid,  or 
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shall  be  employed  in  any  manner  during  such  hours  unless 
during  the  year  next  preceding  such  employment  he  has 
attended  school  for  at  least  twenty  weeks  as  required  by 
law  ; and  such  employment  shall  not  continue  in  any  case 
beyond  the  time  when  such  certificate  expires.  The  chief 
of  the  district  police,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor, 
shall  have  authority  to  designate  any  kind  or  kinds  of  em- 
ployment in  factories,  workshops  or  mercantile  establish- 
ments as  injurious  to  the  health  of  children  under  fourteen 
years  of  age  employed  therein,  and  after  one  week’s  written 
notice  from  the  said  chief  to  the  employer  or  his  superin- 
tendent, overseer  or  other  agent  of  such  designation  no 
such  child  shall  be  employed  in  any  such  kind  or  kinds  of 
employment  in  any  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  estab- 
lishment. 

Sect.  3.  No  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall 
be  employed  in  any  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  estab- 
lishment unless  the  person  or  corporation  employing  him 
procures  and  keeps  on  file  the  certificate  required  in  the 
case  of  such  child  by  the  following  section,  and  also  keeps 
on  file  a full  and  complete  list  of  such  children  employed 
therein. 

Sect.  4.  The  certificate  of  a child  under  fourteen 
years  of  age  shall  not  be  signed  until  he  presents  to  the 
person  authorized  to  sign  thje  same,  an  employment  ticket, 
as  hereinafter  prescribed,  duly  filled  out  and  signed.  The 
certificate  and  the  employment  ticket  shall  be  separately 
printed,  and  shall  be  in  the  following  forms  respectively, 
and  the  blanks  therein  shall  be  filled  out  and  signed  as  in- 
dicated by  the  words  in  brackets  : 


Employment  Ticket,  Law  of  1888. 

When  [name  of  child],  height  [feet  and  inches],  com- 
plexion [fair  or  dark],  hair  [color],  presents  a certificate 
duly  signed,  I intend  to  employ  [him  or  her]. 

[Signature  of  intending  employer  or  agent]. 
[Town  or  city  and  state]. 
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Age  and  Schooling  Certificate,  Law  of  1888. 

This  certifies  that  I am  the  [father,  mother  or  guar- 
dian] of  [name  of  child],  and  that  [he  or  she]  was  born  at 
[name  of  town  or  city],  in  the  county  of  [name  of  county, 
if  known],  and  state  [or  country]  of  [name],  on  the  [day 
and  year  of  birth,]  and  is  now  [number  of  years  and 
months]  old. 

[Signature  of  father,  mother  or  guardian.] 

[Town  or  city  and  date.] 

Then  personally  appeared  before  me  the  above  named 
[name  of  person  signing]  and  made  oath  that  the  foregoing 
certificate  by  [him  or  her]  signed  is  true  to  the  best  of 
[his  or  her]  knowledge  and  belief.  I hereby  approve  the 
foregoing  certificate  of  [name  of  child],  height  [feet  and 
inches],  complexion  [fair  or  dark],  hair  [color],  having  no 
sufficient  reason  to  doubt  that  [he  or  she]  is  of  the  age 
therein  certified. 

[Signature  of  person  authorized  to  sign,  with  official 
character  or  authority.] 

[Town  or  city  and  date.] 

In  case  the  age  of  the  children  is  under  fourteen,  the 
certificate  shall  continue  as  follows,  after  the  word  “ certi- 
fied ” : — And  I hereby  certify  that  [he  or  she]  can  read  at 
sight,  and  can  write  legibly,  simple  sentences  in  the  Eng- 
lish language,  and  that  [he  or  she]  has  attended  the  [name] 
public  [or  private]  day  school  according  to  law  for  [number 
of  weeks,  which  must  be  at  least  twenty]  weeks  during  the 
year  next  preceding  this  date,  and  that  the  last  twenty 
weeks  of  such  attendance  began  [date].  This  certificate 
expires  [date,  one  year  later  than  above  date]. 

[Signature  of  the  person  authorized  to  sign,  with 
official  character  or  authority.] 

If  attendance  has  been  at  a private  school,  also  signa- 
ture of  a teacher  of  such  school,  followed  by  words, — certi- 
fying to  school  attendance. 

[Town  or  city  and  date.] 
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In  case  a child  cannot  read  and  write  as  above  stated, 
the  following  may  be  submitted  for  the  clause  beginning 
“and  I hereby  certify”  through  to  and  including  the  word 
“language”  ; “and  I hereby  certify  that  [he  or  she]  is  a 
regular  attendant  at  the  [name]  public  evening  school  ” ; 
but  in  such  case  the  certificate  shall  only  continue  in  force 
for  as  long  a time  as  attendance  of  such  child  at  such 
evening  school  is  endorsed  weekly  during  the  session  of 
such  evening  school,  not  exceeding  the  length  of  the  public 
school  year  minus  twenty  weeks  in  place  of  attendance  at 
day  school  as  now  provided  by  law,  with  a statement  from 
a teacher  thereof  certifying  that  his  attendance  continues 
regular.  If  attendance  has  been  at  a half-time  school, 
forty  weeks  of  such  attendance  must  be  certified  to  instead 
of  twenty.  The  foregoing  certificate  must  be  filled  out  in 
duplicate,  and  one  copy  thereof  shall  be  kept  on  file,  by  the 
School  Committee.  Any  explanatory  matter  md.y  be  printed 
with  such  certificate  in  the  discretion  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee or  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Sect.  5.  In  cities  and  towns  having  a Superintendent 
of  Schools,  said  certificate  shall  be  signed  only  by  such 
Superintendent,  or  by  some  person  authorized  by  him  in 
writing ; in  other  cities  and  towns  it  shall  be  signed  by 
some  member  or  members  of  the  School  Committee 
authorized  by  vote  thereof : Provided,  hoivever,  that  no 

member  of  a School  Committee,  or  other  person  author- 
ized as  aforesaid,  shall  have  authority  to  sign  such  certifi- 
cate for  any  child  then  in,  or  about  to  enter,  his  own  em- 
ployment, or  the  employment  of  a firm  of  which  he  is  a 
member,  or  of  a corporation  of  which  he  is  an  officer  or 
employee.  The  person  signing  the  certificate  shall  have 
authority  to  administer  the  oath  provided  for  therein,  but 
no  fee  shall  be  charged  therefor  ; such  oath  may  also  be 
administered  by  any  justice’ of  the  peace. 

Sect.  6.  The  certificate  as  to  the  birthplace  and  age 
of  a child  shall  be  signed  by  his  father  if  living  and  a resi- 
dent of  the  same  city  or  town  ; if  not,  by  his  mother  ; or 
if  his  mother  is  not  living,  or  if  living  is  not  a resident  of 
the  same  city  or  town,  by  his  guardian  ; if  a child  has  no 
father,  mother  or  guardian  living  in  the  same  city  or  town, 
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his  own  signature  to  the  certificate  may  be  accepted  by 
the  person  authorized  to  approve  the  same. 

Sect.  7.  No  child  who  has  been  continuously  a resi- 
dent of  a city  or  town  since  reaching  the  age  of  thirteen 
years  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a certificate  that  he  has 
reached  the  age  of  fourteen  unless  or  until  he  has  attended 
school  according  to  law  in  such  city  or  town  for  at  least 
twenty  weeks  since  reaching  the  age  of  thirteen,  unless 
exempted  by  law  from  such  attendance.  Before  signing 
the  approval  of  the  certificate  of  age  of  a child,  the  person 
authorized  to  sign  the  same  shall  refer  to  the  last  school 
census  taken  under  the  provisions  of  section  three  of 
chapter  forty-six  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  if  the  name 
of  such  child  is  found  thereon,  and  there  is  a material 
difference  between  his  age  as  given  therein  and  as  given 
by  his  .parent  or  guardian  in  the  certificate,  allowing  for 
lapse  of  time,  or  if  such  child  plainly  appears  to  be  of 
materially  less  age  than  that  so  given,  then  such  certifi- 
cate shall  not  be  signed  until  a copy  of  the  certificate  of 
birth  or  of  baptism  of  such  child,  or  a copy  of  the  register 
of  its  birth  with  a town  or  city  clerk,  has  been  produced, 
or  other  satisfactory  evidence  furnished  that  such  child  is 
of  the  age  stated  in  the  certificate. 

Sect.  8.  The  truant  officers  may,  when  so  authorized 
ana  required  by  vote  of  the  School  Committee,  visit  the 
factories,  workshops  and  mercantile  establishments  in 
their  several  cities  and  towns,  and  ascertain  whether  any 
children  under  the  age  of  fourteen  are  employed  therein 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  they  shall  re- 
port any  cases  of  such  illegal  employment  to  the  School 
Committee  and  to  the  chief  of  the  district  police  or  the 
inspector  of  factories  for  the  district.  The  inspector  of 
factories,  and  the  truant  officers  when  authorized  as 
aforesaid,  may  demand  the  names  of  all  children  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  employed  in  such  factories,  work- 
shops and  mercantile  establishments,  and  may  require  that 
the  certificates  and  lists  of  such  children  provided  for  in 
this  act  shall  be  produced  for  their  inspection.  Such 
truant  officers  shall  inquire  into  the  employment,  other- 
wise than  in  such  factories,  workshops  and  mercantile 
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establishments,  of  children  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years, 
during  the  hours  when  the  public  schools  are  in  session, 
and  may  require  that  the  aforesaid  certificates  of  all . 
children  under  sixteen  shall  be  produced  for  their 
inspection  ; and  any  such  officer,  or  any  inspector  of 
factories,  may  bring  a prosecution  against  a person  or 
corporation  employing  any  such  child,  otherwise  than  as 
aforesaid,  during  the  hours  when  the  public  schools  are  in 
session,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  if  such  em- 
ployment still  continues  one  week  after  written  notice  from 
such  officer  or  inspector  that  such  prosecution  will  be 
brought,  or  if  more  than  one  such  written  notice,  whether 
relating  to  the  same  child  or  to  any  other  child,  has  been 
given  to  such  employer  by  a truant  officer  or  inspector 
of  factories  at  any  cime  within  one  year. 

Sect.  9,  Every  parent  or  guardian  of  a child  under 
fourteen  years  of  age  who  permits  any  employment  of 
such  child  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  every 
owner,  superintendent  or  overseer  of  any  factory,  work- 
shop or  mercantile  establishment  who  employs  or  permits 
to  be  employed  therein  any  child  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  any  other  person  who  employs’  any 
child  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  for 
every  such  offence  forfeit  not  less  than  twenty  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  public  schools 
of  the  city  or  town.  Every  parent,  guardian,  or  per- 
son authorized  to  sign  the  certificate  prescribed  by 
section  four  of  this  act,  who  certifies  to  any  materially 
false  statement  therein,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
thirty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  A 
failure  to  produce  to  a truant  officer  or  inspector  of 
factories  the  certificate  required  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  illegal  employment 
of  the  child  whose  certificate  is  not  produced. 

Sect.  10.  The  expressions  “factory”  and  “work- 
shop ” used  in  this  act  shall  have  the  meanings  defined  for 
them  resoectively  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  three  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven. 
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Sect.  ir.  Within  one  month  of  the  pas.sage  of  thi.s 
act  the  chief  of  the  district  police  shall  cause  a printed 
copy  thereof  to  be  transmitted  to  the  School  Committee 
of  every  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  12.  Sections  one  to  six,  inclusive,  of  chapter 
forty-eight  of  the  Public  Statutes,  cliapter  two  hundred 
and  twenty-four  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-three,  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and 
section  one  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day 
of  July  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight.  ^Approved  May  //,  1 888.
